manager. Ken Regan, a former 
staffer with the station now work- 
ing as a series producer for 
Discovery Channel USA, returns to 
the station March 1. He will 
replace outgoing GM Ken Davis 
who handed in his resignation ear- 
lier this year after overlooking a 
projected budget deficit of 
$250,000 and laying off three 
broadcasters and support staff to 
compensate for the loss. The 
CKUA Foundation Board launched 
a national search to 
replace 
Davis 
who also 
applied 
to keep 
the posi- 
tion. The 
search paid 
off with some 75 
applications from across North 
America. 

“It is a credit to our organiza- 
tion, in my opinion, that we have 
qualified people from not only all 
of Canada but also in the U.S. who 
know of us and would be interest- 
ed in working for us,” said board 
chair Bud Steen. 

Staff reaction to the announce- 
ment that Davis would not main- 
tain his position was “mixed,” said 
Steen. 

“We have been very fortunate to 
have had Ken Davis with us for the 
period that he has been there, and 
it is now time for us to look for- 
ward to Mr. Regan’s management 
and for future growth and develop- 
ment,” he added. “I am extremely 
optimistic for the future of CKUA.”

Now open! 
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2001 event saves 
Ralph and Billy

hen Edmonton won the right to host the 2001 World Track and Field 
Championships last week, the organizers piled praise upon its own 
Batman and Robin tag team that proved crucial to bagging the bid 
With the dynamic duo of Ralph Klein and Billy Smith doing what they do 
best, schmoozing, Palo Alto, California didn’t stand a chance against 
Alberta’s capital. 

The timing of the week-long trip to the south of France to lobby the 
International Amateur Athletics Federation also seemed fortuitous for 
the Caped Crusader and Boy Wonder because the mood back in Gotham 
was somewhat ugly in regards to one of their recent adventures. The c ity 
began sending property owners new tax assessments, based on the pro- 
vince’s new market value system, which allow the city to set property 
taxes based on a home’s value on the current real estate market. 
Unfortunately, the market value system has the effect of jacking up tax 
bills for some homeowners by as much as 70 per cent and they, quite nat- 
urally, wanted blood. 

So while Ralph and Billy pressed flesh, grazed buffet tables and waxed 
euphoric in Monaco, a meltdown was registered on a complaints hotline 
set up by the city to try and pacify angry taxpayers who received bizarre 
new assessments earlier this month. 

Ralph’s Team has pitched the system as a fairer, simpler way of ren- 
dering unto Caesar. If a property will fetch $100,000 as a piece of real 
estate, its taxes should be assessed at that amount. Of course, the politi- 
cos fuzzed the larger issues and the media stumbled in presenting the big 
picture, confining itself to interviews with livid homeowners. And those 
stories died when Edmonton won the World and Track Field Champion- 
ships, the journalistic equivalent of dropping a graduate calculus seminar 
for an introductory film studies course. 

The furore over the new assessment masks the generous property tax 
cut supplied by Ralph’s Team to their friends in big industry. 

Tn 1995, the province cut the machinery and equipment tax — a levy 
on heavy machinery used by the oil patch — by 30 per cent. That cut was 
made because we Albertans need to compete with Singapore, Texas and 
other developing countries in order to lure the Union Carbides of the 
world for the privilege of polluting our land, water and air. Property tax 
bills are divided up between education and municipal services and the 
province applied this break to the school portion. 

Despite the sweetheart deal, the extraction industries are now talking 
about the struggle to remain competitive under Alberta's current tax 
regime while satisfying the demands of shareholders, yadda, yadda, 
yadda. And Ralph listens, with ears pricked, to his patrons in the oil 
patch. Thus, the government is considering another machinery and 
equipment tax cut for municipal services, all in the name of the Alberta 
Advantage. 


If industry’s taxes are cut, the revenues must be made up elsewhere or 
Services will be cut. But Ralph has some insulation shielding him from

Director makes melodramatic point

t’s the black sheep of the dramat- 
[': family. It’s lumped in with 

guilty pleasures like soap operas 
or bingo. The werd conjures up 
visions of drawing-room sets and 
moustache-twirling bad guys. 
Critics use it to describe what you 
get when you aim for tragedy but 
flop: “mere melancholy.” 

Except to Ken Brown. For him, 
there’s nothing “mere” about it. 

“I have a lot of respect for melo- 
drama,” said Brown, director of 
the Grant MacEwan production 
The Colleen Bawn. 

“I believe it’s a valid theatrical 
form... in fact it may be the domi- 
nant form of telling stories today. 
After all, what is a film like Titanic 
if not a very expensive melodra- 
ma?” 

Melodrama isn’t two-dimension- 
al for Brown, either. “It’s story- 
telling at its biggest and best, 
hurly-burly storytelling that the 
audience should be able to get 
right into, not hold at arm’s 
length.” 

Brown offers us a chance to 
sample a meaty melodrama with 
The Colleen Bawn. The play’s title, 
~-hich means “the blond girl,” 

ves us a good idea about the 
ot. It tells the story of a rich boy 
who falls in love with a poor girl, 
and the complications that ensue. 
It’s a definitive classic by the 
genre’s own Shakespeare, Dion 
Boucicault. One of his plays 


involved a steamship sinking on 
stage, a full century before James 
Cameron faked it on screen. No 
shipwrecks in The Colleen Bawn, 
though; but Brown does offer John 
Madill’s designs which “do a great 
job of recreating some of the clas- 
sic scenic effects with relatively 
little budget.” 

And are the characters as three- 
dimensional as the set? Brown 
guarantees it. 

“There are definitely benefits 
that occur from doing this play in a 
musical theatre program,” said the 
16-year veteran Grant MacEwan 
instructor. “You need to think of

t was to open with a bang with 
[i firing of a live round into a 

sheet. of reinforced glass. For a 
guest at the opening night recep- 
tion, the idea had a certain beauty.

o Conrad Black's crossing the T’s 
g and dotting the I’s on my sign-up 

sheet to become a drone, fight- 
ing as a corporate soldier for the 
New World Order, and Barbara's 
measuring me up for my he 
HollingerWear™ uniform (Armani, 
baby!) and ball cap when Conrad turns to me and 
says he wants me to come up with ways to make the 
Multilateral Agreement on Investment sound cool and 
hip. (His words, not mine.) I go: “I hear and obey, 
master.” 

So assimilate, okay? Cool. 

Now that that’s taken care of, let’s go on to bigger 
and better things: namely, making fun of Conrad and 
his goose-stepping corporate comrades. This week 
we'll visit a couple of anti-corporate domination web- 
sites. One’s kinda frivolous, the other's entirely seri- 
ous. 

First we'll deal with Conrad and Barbara (or 
Connie and Babs, as they insist we call them when 
they’re in town and take the entire SEE staff out for a 
super-sized McPowerlunch): if you know anything 
about the media mogul and his Far Right Savant wife, 
you'll love the Black Envy website. 

Because Conrad is a Newspaper Baron, it’s appro- 
priate this site is kind of laid out like a newspaper. Its 
opening page welcomes surfers in a Black-esque man- 
ner: “Finally! A website for all of us who are pro- 
foundly envious of the Blacks — Conrad and Barbara. 
And who could help but envy their prodigious power 
and political potency; personal pecuniary plenitude 
yet proprietorial parsimony; ponderous probity but 
perfe plastic-surgery,” the site says. 

“This site is but a humble attempt to celebrate the 
Blacks’ words and views: their unpretentious persi- 
flage, pertinacious pedantry, perspicacious pomposi- 
ty, and polymorphous periphrastic preeminence.” 

You can click on any number of sections in this 
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newspaper. I chose Lifestyles and was presented with 
subsections: Wealth, Perversions, Health. I clicked on 
Perversions and was presented with a choice of Envy, 
Unions, Child Abuse or Lesbianism. I clicked on 
Unions and came up with a Conrad quote that ended 
like this: “. . . What has died in Russia has lived on in 
Ontario.” 

The site also has a trés cool TV guide, offering up 
programs like Proprietor Knows Best, about a news- 
paper owner who sometimes has to fire his ne’er-do- 
well staffers, and The Wonderful World of 
Downsizing, about execs who increase quarterly 
profits by “de-allocating surplus human resource 
capacity.” 

The site is a scream. 

A more serious look at corporate greed is available 
at the Adbusters website, particularly an area promot- 
ing Buy Nothing Day. This site takes a serious look at 
consumerism, exposing Western consumer culture as 
the vulgar, wasteful swine it is. Adbusters speaks to 
you not as a consumer, but as a person — it addresses 
us in a tone we don’t always get from business. 

To make the point to business that they need us 
more than we need them, and to promote ecological 
living, Adbusters is staging yet another Buy Nothing 
Day. The idea, on Nov. 27, is to avoid making any pur- 
chases of any kind. The site offers tips on raising 
awareness of our wasteful ways and, even if you do 
buy things Nov. 27, it gives you food for thought.

that’s what happens to Cameron 
Diaz's character in the new film. 

Diaz’s portrayal of the obsessed, 
stressed-out bride-to-be is very 
effective. But, though the movie’s 
“moral” apparently applies to her 
character, she’s definitely not a 
focus of Very Bad Things and the 
film doesn’t capitalize on Diaz’s 
presence. 

Instead, writer/director Peter 
Berg uses an accidental killing at a 
bachelor party for the groom (Jon 
Favreau) and the escalating vio- 
lence necessary to cover up the 
crime to take us to his odd conclu- 
sion. 

There are some very funny lines 
throughout this movie, in fine 
black comedy tradition. The inter- 
action between the five males at 


the bachelor bash is also on the 
mark. And, at first, the spate of 
violence seems a natural progres- 
sion, thanks to the work of 
Christian Slater, who forcefully 
turns one of the groom’s friends 
into an evil man hiding behind a 
mask of self-improvement courses. 

But when Slater's character gets 
killed off, it’s impossible to believe 
any of the remaining characters 
could continue in his wake. They 
do anyway, and the audience 
starts fidgeting while waiting for 
the film to end. Up until then, 
they've tolerated — and some- 
times enjoyed — senseless vio- 
lence and politically incorrect 
jokes, but it all goes over the top 
for a little too long.

ver the next two weekends at 

Ziedler Hall in the Citadel 

Theatre, Edmonton’s Metro 
Cinema Society features a healthy 
sampling of film from Hungary. 

Despite the fact the Soviet 
Union violently put down an insur- 
rection in 1956, the Hungarians 
enjoyed a cinema more liberal 
than in most Soviet satellite 
nations. In fact, 1971 was a banner 
year for Hungarian film as Karoly 
Makk’s Love (Szerelem) and 
Miklos Jansco’s Red Psalm (Meg 
Ker a Nep) swept the top prizes at 
that year’s Cannes Film Festival. 

The job of choosing the best 
Hungarian films for the next two 
weekends’ programming fell into 
the lap of Metro’s executive direc- 
tor Bill Evans. “We could only take 
a certain limited number of the 
films which were available, and 
(we) tried to be as representative 
as possible of the whole film histo- 
ry of Hungary. The oldest film we 
have is Somewhere in Europe 
(1947), through to the 60s — films 
by Makk and Jancso — and Time 
Stands Still, from the early ’80s 
which represents a renaissance of 
Hungarian cinema.” Those four 


films will screen this Friday and 
Saturday. 

Next weekend, Metro features 
two Hungarian films from this 
decade that Evans says “haven’t 
really received the exposure they 
deserve.

Maybe I can slip by with some movie references. I can write about how 
weird it is that Steve Martin who plays a pivotal role in The Spanish 
Prisoner (did I say too much?) also stars in Dirty Rotten Scoundrels 
(1988), a con comedy that seems to satirize Prisoner only it’s 10 years 
too early. 

Or about how Campbell Scott who plays the straight-laced working 
man at the heart of Prisoner's maze has a cameo as a con artist in the 
equally labyrinthine Dead Again (1991) by Ken Branagh. 

Or about how Ben Gazzara who plays the ominous Klein in Prisoner 
was not only in the ’97 potboiler Shadow Conspiracy, but also played a 
role in The Killing. of a Chinese Bookie (1976) and — yes — The Trial of 
Lee Harvey Oswald (1977; TV). Coincidence? 

Whoa, whoa, whoa. That’s too much. They won't trust me. I'll lose 
their confidence. “What’s with all the flashy references? What's he really 
hiding?” 

So, win back their confidence by talking about the mévie. Pick a 
scene, any scene. Everything means something. Scott’s in the airport. 
He's waiting to go through a metal detector. The mother in front of him is 
nagging her child. What's she saying? How many times does she repeat 
it? Is it important? Is it just a bit of throwaway comic relief? Or is it a 
moment of crystalline connection with the audience — writer/director 
Mamet leaning out through the screen to wink at you.
